Miltikan’s most important work 
included experiments proving that 
all electrons are alike, atomical 
measurements, and research with 
light rays which pushed the ultra- 
violet spectrum down about two 
octaves.

Mra. Barnard Was Pioneer of 
West; Born in Germany

LONG BEACH, Oct. 4-—Mra L. 
A. Barnard, 85 years of age, a res- 
dent of Long Beach since 1911 
and mother-in-law of James Sa- 
very, prominent Long Beach capi- 
talist, died here yesterday.

“It would be useless to describe 
the earthquake because you will 
have been informed about it in the 
meantime. The city of "Yokohama 
with its harbor is destroyed en- 
tirely and it is questionable if it 
will ever be rebuilt. Even before 
the quake there was a tendency to 
make Tokio the principal port. In 
addition to this, the Japanese never 
liked the large foreign influence in 
Yokohama, which dates back to 
the former “settlement.” On the 
other hand it is the only favorable 
natural harbor in the neighborhood 
of the capital. The first condition 
will be a speedy reconstruction of 
Tokio. 

“The capital has suffered less 
through the earthquake than 
through the fire afterward. The 
industrial quarter in the harbor 
district has been thoroughly an- 
nihilated through the flood. Very 
few of the factories will be rebuilt 
at the same location. It is being 
seriously considered to transplant 
the capital to Kioto where it was 
located for several centuries. If this 
happens it will be the coup de 
grace for Yokohama. Even Tokio 
could never resume its former im- 
portance. Kyoto, Osaka and Kobe 
would become the center of Japan. 
Osaka already is the principal com- 
mercial and industrial capital. 

“It will probably interest you if

The 
losers will therefore not receive 
compensation either for machines 
or materials. If the State does not 
come to their aid, either through 
pressure onthe insurance com- 
panies, its own partial indemnity, 
or by providing very cheap money, 
I cannot imagine how many con- 
cerns will be rescued. 

“It is a very bad calamity 
which has hit Japan. That the 
country will pull through I am 
sure. The best guaranty for this 
is the courage and enterprise of 
the Japanese business man. There 
is no doubt, however, that the 
country will be set back for a 
decade and this will have its po- 
litical consequences also.

during Octover, but this shortage 
so minor in comparison with 
that of 1922 as to be of only 
small concern to agriculturists. The 
shortage which has developed has 
net exceeded a maximum of 10 
per cent in any district as com- 
pared t,, 50 and 60 per cent dur- 
ing 1922. This necessarily has 
tended to produce earlier pay- 
ments for agricultural products 
and has started fall business on 
a sound basis at an early date. 


CROP SITUATION 

In spite of general improve- 
ment the crop situation has re- 
mained somewhat spotted. The 
Valencia orange market 
strengthened during the 
and prospects for the 
navel crop are excellent. 
prices have weakened but still 
remain materially’ in excess of 
those of a year ago, with indica- 
tions pointing to a successful 
growing season for the next year. 
Harvesting of deciduous fruits has 
progressed satisfactorily, and while 
prices have been adjusted to ma- 
terially lower levels than during 
the past few years, the situation 
has tended to improve materially 
during the month, particularly in 
connection with canned fruits 
where the market has materially 
stiffened. e walnut, sugar beet 
and alfal situations remain un- 
changed, 

Some uncertainty is evidenced 
in the bean market because of 
the exceptionally large crop in 
Michigan which will catise some 
fairly severe competition for Cali- 
fornia beans, but so far prices have 
been maintained on-comparatively 
satisfactory scales. The usual re- 
duction in estimated cotton pro- 
duction did not develop duri 
September. and prices have, tend- 
ed to increase. 

So far as producers are con- 
cerned the live-stock situation con- 
tinues to work toward gradual im- 
provement, due in no small meas- 
‘ure to the increasing inability of 
local producers to. supply the 
Southern California market. 


TRADE STIMULATED. 

Retail and wholesale trade have 
felt the stimulus of fall pur- 
chases. 

Construction activities continue 
to be maintained on high levels, 
although showing material drop 
from the unprecedented total of 
August. Agricultural communities 
are generally reporting building 
as quiet, although in several cases 
slight increases and even material 
gains over a year ago are being 
reported. 

The real estate market has not 
materially changed during the 
month, except that there is an in- 
creasing evidence of a slowing 
down of interest in speculative 
realty buying as prices continue 
to expand. This situation may 
auger for a somewhat more con- 
servative realty market in metro- 
politan Los Angeles area during 
the winter months. 

Industry continues to operate at 
capacity, with a steady accretion 
to the number of industrial plants 
operating in this district. The ad- 
justment to the reduction of drill- 
ing activities in the oil fields is 
proceeding, and is coming in such 
a gtadual manner as to argue for 
adjustment to a more normal 
petroleum situation without a ma- 
terial slackening in or serious in- 
terference with general business 
prosperity. 


OT AND FINANCIAL 

The petroleum situation seems 
to be improving somewhat but is 
still so uncertain as to make def- 
inite predictions as to the future 
unsafe. There are certain indi- 
cations that the peak of produc- 
tion in the proven areas within 


the new Southern California fields 
has now been passed and that the 
wells whose production has been 
purposely curtailed have so ac« 
commodated themselves to sma). 
ler production that there is com- 
paratisely little likelihood of their 
materiaily increasing their flow 
permanently. 

The investment market haa 
followed the general trend of 
business, with evidence of a ten- 
dency toward renewed activity 
during September. 

The banking situation has shown 
but minor changes during the 
month. The increasing call for 
credit Wr crop movement has 
been met without undue strain 
because of the preparations made 
by the banking fraternity during 
the summer months. Interest rates 
have not increased. 

District by distict the underlying 
tone has improved during the 
month. Agricultural communities 
have found crops moving to mar- 
ket in an orderly manner, with 
comparatively little distributing 
difficulties. 


BASICALLY SOUND 
The Imperial Valley situation 
improves steadily and with the 
present strong cotton prices the 


better position than at any time 
since 1920 by the close of the 
present crop year. The Coast dis- 
tricts north of Los Angeles are 
harvesting generally satisfactory 
crops, and although there is some 
uncertainty with regard to the 
bean market the situation con- 
tinues more favorable than for

Walnuts will be as cheap t. 
year as last and the price of some 
grades will be less than a- year 
ago. The supply is plentiful. 

The directors of the Califoriia 
Walnut Growers Association met 
yesterday at the association head 
quarters here and announced the 
opening prices for the sengon. 
which already had begun so far as 
shipments go. It also was made 
known that this year’s crop will 
aggregate 52,000,000 pounds, 7 per 
cent heavier than last year’s. The 
crop will be worth from 111,600. 
000 to $12,600,000, it is predicted, 

The new season's prices are ar. 
follows: Budded walnuts, 26 cents’ 
a pound—the same price as . 
year. No. 1 walnuts, 22 cents a 

a cent lower then 
No. 2 walnuts, 15 cents 
a pound—2 ½ cents cheaper than 
last year’s opening prices. Thix 
season's increase in production 
largely in the buds and fancy 
grades. . 

RAINS HASTEN PACKING

“But my holdings there don't 
yield me anything.” he said. “The 
soviet government is operating the 
wells at present, 
vik operators disregard the rights 
of the owners, retaining profits for 
themselves. 

“True, there is a sort of under- 
standing between the present 
rulers of Ruasia and the British 
government, but it doesn't amount 
to anything. I would not advise 
recognition of the soviets by the 
United States. It would be without 
resulta, for the soviet government 
is without sufficient stability to 
play a proper part among the 
world’s nations.” 

The British peer spoke optimis- 
tically regarding Russia's future, 


a bad way there, it's true, but my 
view is that time will iron out 
difficulties. Russia will get back 
on a capitalistic basis eventually. 
I have no doubt that many of the 
men in authority in that country 
now are entirely sincere in their 
desire to establish a new order 
based on the idealistic principles 
of Marx and other dreamers. But 
it won't work. Experience nas 
taught that civilization can flourish 
only on a foundation of capil- 
talism.”’ 


IN GERMANY RECENTLY NM 

Sir Thomas also spoke briefly of 
conditions in Germany, which 
country he visited only a few weeks 
ago. 

“All this hue and cry about the 
inability of the German nation to 
pay reparations claims is ground- 
lens, he saide “It grows out of the 
Germans’ attempt to drive the best 
bargain they can. And I don't 
know as I blame them so much 
for that. It's human nature, and 
the Germans are particularly hu- 
man. 

“As a matter of fact, Germany is 
in good condition, economically. 
She could well have paid the 80. 
000,000,000 or so levied on her by 
the Versailles Treaty. It would 
only have amounted to 100 pounds 
sterling per capita, the interest on 
which at 5 per cent would have 
been only five pounds annually. 
Why, in England, the annual per 
capita tax now amounts to eighteen 
pounds sterling. And we have no 
idea of repudiating our war debts 
either. 

“The industrial plants of Ger- 
many are practically intact and 
in operation. At the German 
ports you can see a constant 
stream of vessels. loaded with 
manufactured goods bound for 
foreign ports. They are doing @ 
big business with South American 
countries and even with the United 
States. 

“Moreover, Germany has de- 
rived tremendous revenues from 
the sale of marks, nobody knows 
how much. The purchases of 
marks by speculators in all parts 


and in the end will probably result 
in a vast num 


cause this has given her real 
money to work with and she has 
mode the most of it. Today Ger- 
many is one of the few countries 
in the world without a national 
debt, the reparations 
claim, no man can tell 
she will ever have to pay 
that. 


DISSENSIONS SERIOUS 

“Germany's most serious prob- 
lem at the present time is the po- 
litical aituation. I am not so fa- 
miliar with the disturbances that 
I understand there is talk of vest- 
ing all the authority in three dic- 
tators. Perhaps that will come to 
pass. As you know, Germany's 
main political trouble grows out 
of her internal dissensions. Fric- 
tion among the different sections 
of the country has existed for a 
long time, and I am satisfied that 
were it not for the indemnity the 
country would split up. As it is, a 
sort of unity is maintained be- 
cause each faction fears it might 
be allotted a greater share of the 
reparations than it wants to pay.” 

Sir Thomas spoke with ap- 
proval of the constantly growing 
friendship between his own cown- 
try and the United States. 

“If all the English-speaking 
| peoples can stand together, there 
is no need of any other league of 
nations,” he said. “They abso- 
lutely would control the situation 


in Internationa! politics and would 
do more to eliminate war than any 
other com pact. And heaven 


other war. All our statesmen and 
the preas are bent on maintaining 
friendly relations with your coun- 
try in the hope that if the English- 
speaking nations can present a 
united front against the world, 
there will never-be a repetition 
of the late struggle.”

Deputy County Counsel to 
Give Board Officials Tips 
on New State Law 


Deputy County Counsel Ivan G.

The district is now made liable for 
injury or damage to persons or 
property resulting from dangerous 
or detective“ condition of streets, 
buildings, grounds, works and 
property, where the board or of- 
ficer who had authority to remedy 
the condition had knowledge or 
notice of the same, and failed 
within a reasonable time to remedy 
the condition or take steps to pro- 
tect the public against it.
